WINDOM, OF MINNESOTA.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. %.—Witbin the 
past few days Senator Windom’s name has 
been mentioned by persons who ought to 
know something of Gen. Garfield’s plans as 
a person who is very likely to receive a Cab- 
inet position. Allison, according to a gentle- 
man who has recently returned from Mentor, 
greatly prefers to remain in the Senate, and 
has convineed Garfield of this fact, and, 
while there can be no doubt that at one time 
it had been expected that Allison would be 
appointed Seeretary of the Treasury, the lat- 
ter’s advocacy of James F. Wilson has been 
earnest and sincere,.and Garfield will 
probably give Wilson a place, but 
not the places which he most 
desires. Wilson is assigned by 
this gentleman to the Interior Department, 
Windom tothe Treasury, Blaine to the State, 
and New York to the Navy Department or 
the Department of Justice. A 

REPUBLICAN GRANT SENATOR, 
commenting upon this report and the Cab- 
inet outlook generally, said to-night: “ There 
seems to be a disposition to attempt to run 
the next Administration in the interests of 
some kind of a Blaine-Sherman combina- 
tion. The names which are most prominent- 
ly mentioned for the leading Cabinet places 
thus far are the names of per- 
sons who are supported only by the 
friends either of Blaine or Sherman. 
Gov. Foster, of Ohio, is still here, and 
some of his Ohio friends say that he is very 
ANXIOUS ro BE APPOINTED POSTMASTER 
GENERAL. 
A member of the Ohio delegation who is 
supposed to be near to Garfield, however, 
says that the latter will not appoint Foster 
to any place in the Cabinet, and that there 
are many reasons why he should not do 80.

as n amended by the Committee of In- 
dian Affairs by reducing the amount to

COUNSEL-FEE. 


Mr. Fort has introduced a bill to amend

“When an indictment or information for 
crime is tried before a jury, and a conviction 
is had, there may be allowed to the District- 
Attorney, in addition to the Attorney’s fees

LETTER-CARRIERS, 

Representative George R. Davis has intro- 
duced a bill providing that appointments of 
letter-carriers shall in all instances be made 
to the lowest grade, and that promotions 
shall de made after one or more years’ serv- 
ice, on certificate of the Postmaster. There 
is a proviso that at no time shall the number

FOX AND WISCONSIN RIVERS IMPROVEMENT. 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to 
the House of Representatives a letter from 
Maj. D. C. Houston, of the Engineer Corps, 
to Gen. Wright, on the subject of compensa- 
tion for lands damaged by improvement of 
the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers, in which 
there is a recommendation that an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 be inserted in the River and 
Harbor bill of this year for that purpose. 
The necessity.for this arises from the 
fact that in a recent revision of 
the statutes of Wisconsin, an act approved 
March 12, 1874, providing specifically for such 
compensation, was omitted from the compila- 
tion by mistake. This rendered inoperative 
the act of Congress of March 4, 1875, which 
provided that the value of the lands required 
for works of improvement, ete., should be 
ascertained in the mode provided by the laws 
of the State in which the property lies. 

DES MOINES RAPIDS CANAL 

Also,» communication from Capt. Amos 
Stickney, of the Engineer Corps, who says, 
in reference to the annual appropriation for 
the operation of the Des Moines Rapids 
Canal, that $30,000 is too littie. He recom- 
mends that . aye authorize the Secretary 
of War to draw on the ‘Treasury from time 
to time for such sums as may be necessary 
for the operation and maintenance of 
said canal,—concluding that this would 
be quite as economical as the av 
propriation of a fixed sum. Capt. Stick- 
ney adds that in this view he 
has the concurrence of the Mississippi River 
Commission. He also recommends tbe 
establishment of public dry docks, to be 14 
erated in connection with the canal, to be in 
charge of the oflicer superintending It. 

THE CANATS. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

Wasnineton, D, C., Jan. %.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs had another 
hearings this morning on the subject of the 
Interoceanic Canal and the Monroe doc- 
trine, and was addressed by T. L. Phelps, a 
representative of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
pany. The point of Phelps’ argument was 
the danger to be appprehended from the sub- 
jects of foreign powers gaining a foothold on 
the American continent. Mr. Phelps said it 
would be desirable for the Government to 
become a subscriber at once for one-half of 
the capital stock, so as to be able always to 
maintain contro! of it. 

CATTLE-DISEASE. 

The bill reported tothe Senate to-day by 
Mr. Johnston, from the select Committee on 
the subjeet of pleuro-pneumonia and other 
contagious diseases of domestic animals, 
was ordered printed and recommitted to the 
Committee. The bill provides for the organ- 
ization of a Bureau of Animal Industry in 
the Department of Agriculture. It author- 
izes the Commissioner of Agriculture to ap- 
point a chief of this Bureau, whois to bea 
eompetent veterinary surgeon approved by 
the National Board ef Health, and whose 


value and condition of domestic animals:

to port. The crew, beyond insisting on the 
vessel’s returning, were peaceable. Capt. 
Ackland and the Mate claim that the bark 
was capable of standing a stormy voyage.

She sent agents across to the other 
side, who made private contracts with the 
steamship conipanies and others who were 
engaged in forwarding passengers, to whom 
she allowed larger commissions than were 
paid by the Castle Garden Agency, of which 
she was a member. Mr. John N. Abbott, the 
General Passenger Agent of the Erie, and

“Since 1875 there 
has been no agreement whatever on the part 
of the trunk lines as to a division of the 
emigrant business.

Health Inspector of the Ward. In about 
every instance it was found that the 
work of removing the garbage was not attended 
to by the departinent which should attend to it. 
In one or two instances the residents said that 
occasionally a garbage or ash cart made its ap- 
pearance, but the visits were few and far be- 
tween; by no means frequent enough to get the 
people into the way of systematically keeping 
the stuif ready for removal. The unfortunates 
had evidently come to the conclusion that a va- 
cant lot near at hand was of infinitly more serv- 
ice than a scavenger-cart in the far distance, 
and treated the surplus nastiness of their house- 
keeping accordingly. 

On the south side of Tilden street, about helf 
way between Aberdcen street and Centre avenue, 
is a solidly-built brick house known to the 
neighbors as “Ryder’s Mansion.” it is oc- 
cupied by a Mr. Ryder and his family and three 
other families, in all twelve people. The stench 
discovered on entering the place was intolerable. 
Mrs. Ryder was at nome, butsbe was qnite unac- 
quainted with the mysteries of domestic drain-

The maximum of the 
fae for those offenses is ten years. Clerk Doyle 
polied the jury in the usu manner, and after 
they had answered to their names and corrubo- 
rated the verdict as returned, Judge Moran dis- 
cha-ged them. 

States-Attorney Mills addressed the Court. 
saying that the bail of Friedberg was $4,000, and, 
in view of the verdict, suggested that it be in- 
creased to a larger sum, and he thought the new 
finding justified the suggestion. 

Judge Moran—l think the bail should be in- 
creased under the circumstances, and I will fix 
it at $8,000.

A decision of considerabie interest to owners 
of property fronting on private parks was ren- 
dered yesterday morning by Judge Tuley. In 
1858 Stephen A. Douglas filed for record in this 
county a plat of what was called Oakenwald 
Subdivision, lving along Cottage Grove avenue 
on both sides, just north of Thirty-fifth street. 
In this plat was a piece of land about 500 feet 
long from cast to west, and 250 feet wide from 
north to south, fronting west on Cottage Grove 
avenue, and nearly opposit the Chicago Univer- 
sity. This piece of land was designated on the 
plat as “Groveland Park,” and the space it occu- 
pied on the plat contained the words: “ This 
space is dedicated as a private park by the name 
of Groveland Fark, the title being vested in the 
State of Llinois, in trust for the use 
of the owne rs of lots fronting 
on the same, and to be used and enjoyed by such 
owners in common as a private park, and for no 
other purpose whatever, and to be ornamented, 
regulated, and protected in such manner as a 
majority of such owners shail from time totime 
prescribe, such owner to share in the control 
and expense in proportion to the number of feet 
he shall own fromting or bounding on said park, 
and the alleys to be deemed private alleys, sub- 
ject to like condition and use.“ The lots were sold 
on these conditions. and by mesne conveyances 
passed into the bands of the parties to the pres- 
ent suit. Some years ago the property-owners 
organized themselves into an association 
with a President, Treasurer, and other 
officers, and. levied yearly assessments 
on the property-owners to pay the expenses of 
keeping the park and roadways in cepair, ete. 
Some of these assessments were not paid, and 
the officers of the voluntary association filed a 
bill against such delinquents to compel them to 
bear their share of the pecuniary burden. A 
demurrer was filed to this bill and yesterday 
sustained by the Court, and the bill dismissed 
for want of equity. 

The Judge held it was immaterial in whom 
the fee of thé park was vested, as the perpetual 
use of the property as a private park and for ac- 
ces to the lots, was reserved as an easement 
appurtenant to the lots fronting the same. It

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 


The Proposed Consolidation in Ohio 
Still the Subject of Much Talk—A Snarl 
in Pennsylvania. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

CoLumBua, O., Jan. W. The proposed con- 
solidation of the various telegraph companies 
still continues to attract great attention, and 
the members of the General Assembly are 
searching the statutes with a view of pre“ 
venting the same. Senator Richards, who 
has examined Into the subject, gives it as his 
opinion that the only statute under which 
2 may consolidate is Sec. 

3,470 of the Code, which provides as follows: 

“Whendwo or more telegraph companies 

desire to consvlidate into a single corpora- 

tion, they may do so in the manner 
ami subject to the rules provided 
in Chap. 2 for the consolidation 

of railroad companies.“ Under Sees. 3,379 

and 5,380, railroad companies can only con- 

solidate when such consolidation will form 

a continuous line for the passage of cars,

A majority of property-owners might deter- 
mine from time to time what unprovements 
should be made, etc., but every property-owner 
must have prior notice of a meeting for such 
purpose. It did not appear that such notice had 
been given 10 all the property-owners, and 
failing that, there was no obligation fastened 
on any lot-owner who failed to attend. The lot- 
owners night inclose the park anc exclude any 
owner who failed to pay his share, and they 
might torce a contribution according to his 
frontage from each property-owner by a bill in 
chancery, and after decree cCbtained, in default 
of payment, sell the land, but there was no 
other mode of making a delinquent share the 
burden which his position as lot-owner cast on 
him. It was possible that some legisiation 
might be had which would remove tne ditlicul- 
ties attending the present managemeht of the 
park, but under the bill as dt present framed no 
relief could be granted; and the bill would have 
to be dismissed for want of equity. 

5 INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 

Judge Barnum yesterday morning delivered a 
decision dissolving the temporary injuction in 
the case of Jefferson Farmer against the North- 
western Manufacturing Mutual Fire-Insurance 
Company and others. This was a bill filed by 
Farmer and others against the Company, to re- 
strain it from buying up the disused charter of 
the Northwestern German Mutual Life-insur- 
ance Company, and diverting to the last-named 
Company the assets of the former. The Judge 
held that Farmer, though unintentionally agree- 
ing to an arrangement for present insur- 
ance instead of future insurance, where- 
by the original organization for the 
purpose of obtaining the charter of an 
insurance company was abandoned, there being 
no depositor or application for insurance under 
the original articles, complaining of this arrange- 
mont, Farmer, as their Trustee, could not file a 
bill on their behalf and on his own bebalf by bis 
assent to the new arrangement, but was es- 
topped from claiming it to be a diversion of the 
original assets. While it was the purpose of the 
projectors of the original insurance company 
not to abandon their original organization, yet 
the legal etfect of the contract that they entored 
into Oct. 4, 1873, was the abandonment, and oper- 
ated as a new contract wholly inconsistent with 
the original undertaking. The statute for the 
organization of the Mutual lusurance Com- 
pany made it unlawful to make 
present insurance until their organization 
was completed by an acceptance of their char- 
ter, the law requiring 400 applicants for $200,000 
premium notes and cash, $40,000 of which must 
be cash, and unti) that happened, the Company 
was not in a condition to be organized and to do 
business. The agreement tor present insurance 
on the 4th of October was wholly inconsistent 
with that provision of the statute, and there- 
fore must be regarded as a novel agreement, and 
the parties to it, although unintentionally, 
abandoned the original organization. The co- 
complainants with Farmer, being poiicyboiders 
under the new organization, had a right to an 
account, but unless fraud in fact was shown, as 
to the manner in which they were induced to 
part with their certificates, and receive policies, 
it would not justify the setting aside of the 
policies, and restoring them as builders ot the 
original certificates under the contract of Oct. 4.

Last year’s business was greater in its extent 
than that of any previous r. Let us look at 
some of the figures: | ‘ 

In the first place the production of wheat was 
about 481,000,000 busbels in 1880, against 449,000,- 
000 busbels in 1879. Our exports of merchandise 
for the year ending Nov. 30, 1880, were $871,666,- 
346, against $751,761,204 for the year ending Nov. 
30, 1879. Our imports during the same period 
amounted to 8706,08, % in 1880, against 888. 
516,160 in 1579. 

The crop of cotton for the year 1879-80 was 
5,761,252 bales, agalust 5,074,000 for the year just 
previous. Our production of iron was 3,300,000 
tons ip 1880. against 2,741,853 in 1879. 

We constructed 7,207 miles of new railroads, 
against 4,721 in 1879. The earnings of forty-four 
companies operating about one-third of the 
railway mileage of the United States were 
greater than those for 1879 by $40,980,119, an in- 
crease of 26 per cent. If all the roads fared 
as well the aggregate gain was more than 
$ 100,000,000. 

These figures indicate the extraordinary mag- 
nitude of last year’s business operations. The 
statistics of the trade, commerce, and manu- 
factures of the past show no aggregates which 
upproach them in size. 

The remarkable prosperity of the year is also 
shown in the comparatively small number of 
failures and in the decrease of the liabilities of 
the shipwrecked firms. There were in 1880 only 
4,735 failures, against 6,656 in 1879, and 10,478 in 
Ii. The total tiabilities were onty $65,752,000, 
against $08,140,053 in L879, and $234.383.122 in 1878. 

This decréase in failures is the more signifi- 
cant Yecuuse of the large addition which was 
made last year to the number of firms engaged 
in business. There were 45,000 more films in 
1880 than in 1879. 

All these facts and fleures are indicative of a 
prosperity which is sound, apd ougbt to be en- 
during. But even the low aggreage of failures 
and liabilities for last year would have been 
much leas if speculation had not undertaken to 
interfere witn the natural progress of trade. 
Almost without exception, the heavy failures 
were due to wild attempts to control the market 
— the supply was too great for such manipu- 
Aon. 

This tendency to adopt speculative methods in 
business bas had severe rebukes, but it has not 
been checked. There isthe promise of evil in it. 

C. J. Vanderbiit’s Bond.

The bond set forth in the complaint recites that 
Mr. Vanderbilt was indebted to Mr. Simmons in 
certain sums, from the legal liability to pay 
which he had been released by proceedings in 
bankruptey; that be desired to pay Mr. Sim- 
mens notwithstanding his release at law; and to 
this end, and to show his “appreciation of the 
sincere friendship of Mr. Simmons duri the 
past twenty years,” he bound himself in the 
sum of $50,000, The bond also refers to the pro- 
ceedings then pending in the Surrogate’s Court 
to contest the will of Cornehus Vanderbilt, de- 
ceased, and makes the payment of the sum 
mentioned in it conditional on the success of Mr. 
Vanderbilt in vreaking the will, in which case he 
would be entitled, as is stated, to about one-tenth 
of bis father’s estate, or upon “any settlement 
of the will contest.“ Mr. Vanderbilt admits 
a bond in most respects like that mentioned in 
the compiuint, but denies any tion of 
the words “or auy settlement 
part of the bond, and 
such manner as Mr.
